The 
western section of the district has many garages, ware- 
houses, and factories. Negro population is increasing 
principally in the central region from 163rd Street to 
Home Street, and from Westchester Avenue to 3rd 
Avenue. Retail outlets may be found on most streets. 
Southern Boulevard, Boston Road, Westchester, Pros- 
pect, and Webster Avenues are all important trading 
centers.
